TRAVELLERS trespassing 
on Latton Common have 
been granted leave to appeal 
against an eviction order 
granted to landowners Har¬ 
low Council. 

The group set up their illegal 
camp 10 days ago after being 
forced to move on from a site near 
the emergency helipad at Nettes- 
well Plantation by police. 

According to Harlow Council, 
they gained access to the common 
by smashing through a padlocked 
gate. 

Following unsuccessful atte¬ 
mpts to persuade the group to 
leave, the authority started legal 
proceedings which culminated in 
a hearing at Chelmsford County 
Court on Friday 

But although the judge upheld 
the authority’s application for 
possession of the land - the first 
step in the eviction process - he 
also gave the travellers seven days 
to appeal against the terms of the 
order. 

This means that the council 
must now wait until tomorrow 
(Friday) to see if the travellers, 
who were not represented at the 
hearing, make contact with the 
court before making any attempt 
to forcibly evict the group with 
help from police.

and unpredictable and yet they are 
tethered so close to the pathways. 

“My dogs didn’t bark or aggravate 
the horse in any way and yet it just 
flipped and went for them. What if 
that had been a child?” 

When Karen reported the incident 
to Harlow Council, which owns the 
land on Latton Common and charges 
horse owners tethering fees, she was 
told she should have had Trixie on a 
lead. 

“If I’d done that it would have made 
things worse,” she said. “The lead 
would have only wound around the 
horse’s leg and I would probably have 
ended up getting injured myself.” 

But councillor Emma Toal, Harlow 


Council’s portfolio holder for youth 
and citizenship, suggested the inci¬ 
dent could have been prevented if 
Trixie had been on a leash. 

“We understand how distressing it 
is to lose a pet in this way,” she said, 
“but we would remind people that 
they should keep their dogs close to 
them - by using a lead if necessary - 
in areas where there are other animals. 

“Animals that are startled can 
behave in unpredictable ways and 
harm themselves or other animals 

“However, council rangers or offi¬ 
cers are willing to meet with the dog 
owner and to visit the site to examine 
where and how the incident hap¬ 
pened.”

"We need 
a benefits system fit for the 21st century, one that 
works for working people and to do this it is vital for 
us to hear the views and experiences of local people. 
"It was interesting and useful to hear the experiences 
of people in Harlow, particularly the challenges facing 
disabled people who want to live as independently as 


possible and the support working families need to save 
for the future and build assets. 

"Experiences and ideas like those I heard in Harlow 
will help to shape Labour's welfare policy." 

Ms Stride added: "It was great to have Liam in Harlow 
and interesting to hear local people's views on welfare 
reform. 

"It's crucial to have a benefits system that supports 
people but also does not trap people but instead acts 
as a springboard for people to get back into work."

DETECTIVES have launched an 
investigation into claims that a 
woman was abducted near Harlow 
Police Station before being driven 
to London and raped. 

Police were contacted shortly 
after 1pm on Tuesday following 
reports the woman had been bun¬ 
dled into a car near the police sta¬ 
tion in South Gate at around 9am. 

It is alleged she was then taken 


to east London where she was 
raped by her abductors. 

The woman is currently being 
interviewed by the Metropolitan 
Police who have set up a joint 
investigation with Essex Police. 

Part of the street between the 
police station and the Water 
Gardens shopping complex has 
been cordoned off for forensic ex¬ 
amination. 


An Essex Police spokesperson 
said: “We are investigating reports 
of an abduction and want to hear 
from anyone who might have seen 
a woman being forced into a vehi¬ 
cle in the vicinity of South Gate or 
round the comer in Crown Gate. 

“Anyone who saw anything 
suspicious should contact our sex¬ 
ual offences investigation team on 
101 .” 


Yesterday (Wednesday) the 
mother of the woman contacted 

the Star. 

She said her daughter had been 
through a “horrific ordeal” and 
urged anyone with information to 
contact then police. “I want to 
warn others, particularly young 
girls, about going out on their own 
to stop this from happening 
again,” she said. 


Pet dog trampled 
by tethered horse

A HEARTBROKEN dog owner 
is warning Harlow residents to 
take extra care when walking 
their pets after her dog was 
trampled to death by a horse 
tethered on Latton Common. 

Karen Jukes (52) was walking her 
two Jack Russells - 14-year-old Trixie 
and 12-year-old Sashie - along their 
usual route across the common last 
Tuesday when the incident happened. 

“I was walking really slowly on the 
pathway with my two dogs trotting 
behind me like we always do,” said 
Karen, of Carters Mead. “They are 
both getting old and Trixie was a bit 
deaf and blind so I was only a few 
paces in front of her. 

“Then all of a sudden and without 
any kind of provocation this horse 
reared up and trampled my little 
Trixie. I screamed and hit out at the 
horse and scooped Trixie up. 

“By this point I was absolutely hys¬ 
terical. I rushed her back to the car 
and then to the vet but the damage had 
already been done.” 

X-rays confirmed that Trixie’s leg 
and pelvis had been shattered upon 
impact. But vets mled out operating 
because of her age, leaving Karen 
with no choice but to have her beloved 
pet put to sleep. 

“Trixie was a beautiful dog and this 
has been hugely upsetting for all the 
family,” she said. “Those horses are a 
danger to anyone or anything walking 
through that common. They are wild

Murder accused 
appears in court

Drivers pay the 
price for failing 
to use seatbelts

MOTORISTS in Harlow are 
being advised to belt up after 
police stopped almost 200 driv¬ 
ers for not wearing seat belts. 

A total of 396 cars, vans and lorries 
were stopped and checked during 
Operation Surround-A-Town on Mon¬ 
day, during which more than 40 offi¬ 
cers carried out roadside checks and 
mobile patrols across the town. 

The road safety crackdown formed 
part of Essex County Council’s three- 
year ‘No Excuse’ campaign to tackle 
motoring offences including speed¬ 
ing, driving while using a mobile 
phone, failing to wear a seat belt or 
driving without insurance or valid 
documentation. 

Sergeant Simon Wilsher, who took 
charge of the operation, said: “We got 
a lot of excuses for not wearing belts, 
including ‘I’ve only just been to the 
shop’, ‘I forgot’, ‘I just took it off to 
pull in’ and, strangely, ‘I’ve got diar¬ 
rhoea’. 

“It was very disappointing on two 
counts - firstly, that so many people 
were stopped not wearing their seat- 
belts and secondly that a third of them 
chose to pay the £60 fixed penalty 
fine rather than accept the opportuni¬ 
ty to avoid this cost by attending a 30- 
minute education course held locally 
and run by road safety officers. 

“All too often we see in local media 
the tragic consequences, yet the quick 
and simple act of putting on a seatbelt 


really does save lives.” 

All vehicles stopped during the 
operation were escorted to designated 
check sites in Templefields, Southern 
Way, Staple Tye and the Mil round¬ 
about at Hastingwood. 

A total of 61 motorists were stop¬ 
ped for driving while using a mobile 
phone, eight vehicles were seized 
because the drivers were not insured 
and officers caught five people with¬ 
out valid driving licences. Thirty-two 
vehicles were found to have expired 
MoTs. 

During checks of commercial vehi¬ 
cles at Hastingwood, four suspected 
illegal immigrants were found and 
dealt with by officers from UK 
Border Agency. Seven overweight 
vehicles were also stopped and two 


driver hours offences were detected. 

Councillor Derrick Louis, cabinet 
member for highways and transporta¬ 
tion at Essex County Council, decl¬ 
ared the operation a “huge success”. 

“The Surround-A-Town event in 
Harlow was one of a series of overt 
and covert operations run as part of 
our ‘No Excuse’ campaign. 

“SAT events aim to tackle motor¬ 
ing offences and raise awareness that 
there is no excuse for offences such as 
speeding, driving while using a 
mobile phone and not wearing seat 
belts. 

“Events like the SAT in Harlow 
give us the opportunity to talk to driv¬ 
ers about the most common causes of 
accidents and make them aware of 
their driving behaviour”.

HUNDREDS of people packed out 
the grounds of Passmores Academy 
on Monday to cheer on students 
and teachers as they completed an 
epic five-day endurance challenge. 
The Lupus Five team overcame fatigue, 
injury and a few wrong turns along the 
way to finish their incredible 320-mile 
fundraiser and raise more than £14,000 
for charities supporting people suffering 
from the auto-immune condition. 

The group of Passmores staff and pupils 
took it in turns to undertake cycling, 
rowing and running relay stints alongside 
challenge organiser and student 
engagement teacher Jules Ruddick (40) 
as he took on the 240-mile bike ride, 21- 
mile row up the River Thames and two 
back-to-back marathons. 

Mr Ruddick, who suffers from Lupus and 
only went into remission a year ago, said 
it was “mind blowing” to have gone from 
being advised by doctors to take early 
retirement due to poor health in 2011 to 
completing the mammoth challenge. 

“It has been absolutely mental,” he told 
the Star. “The kids were just awesome. 
None of them have ever done anything 
like this before in their lives but they just 
nailed it. 

“When you think that 70 per cent of them 
don’t even own a bike and many aren’t 
that sporty, their achievement is 
incredible. They were presented with an 
opportunity and fully embraced it.” 
Starting at Alder Hey Children’s Hospital 
in Liverpool, the group cycled to 
Leicester on the first day. The next 
morning they continued on to St 
Thomas’s Hospital in Westminster. They

then joined the Great River Race up the 
Thames on day three and were back on 
dry land for day four, running from 
Twickenham to Waltham Abbey before 
finishing in Harlow. 

Mr Ruddick, who sustained a serious 
knee injury just a few weeks before the 
fundraiser was due to start, said one one 
of the hardest parts was hiding the pain 
from team-mates. 

“I have never felt pain like it and yet it 
was so important to stay strong 


for the kids,” he said. “I had problems 
with my knees, my back and my ankle 
and yet I was blessed to have such an 
incredible medical team. I have to say a 
big thank you to Mike Varney and his 
colleagues as without them I would never 
have got through it all. 

“The other hardest part was seeing the 
kids in distress. There were tears on the 
way and times when they didn’t think 
they could do it, but everyone pulled 
through. I couldn’t be prouder.” 

A big lift in the final days came when Mr 
Ruddick was surprised by a group of

SIR, The 2012 Olympic Games were an unprecedented 
success story, bringing a nation together and inspiring a 
generation of youngsters. 

However, will Harlow Council give these youngsters the 
opportunity to follow in the footsteps of their sporting 
heroes or simply allow the sports facilities in the town to 
degenerate even further? 

I refer in particular to the tennis courts in the local parks 
such as Staple Tye, Bush Fair and Hare Street which once 
used to have decent tennis facilities and which sadly now 
appear to be virtually unplayable. 

Without the use of free tennis courts in the town, parents 
are put in a position where they have to pay up to £15 per 
hour to use a tennis court at the Leisurezone or tennis club 
at Latton Bush. 

This puts a huge financial strain on families in what is a 
predominantly working class town and this invariably 
results in children not being able to afford to play tennis at 
all. How is it right when you can only play tennis in 
Harlow if you have wealth but if, like so many families 
who are struggling in the current economic climate, you 
can’t afford it then your children miss out? 

How can we complain about rising crime and anti-social 
behaviour amongst the younger generation when we are 
not providing affordable sporting facilities and a positive 
outlet in a safe environment for them? 

Of course there will always be that small element of 
troublemakers intent on vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour, but if parks are supposed to be safe places for 
children to play and take part in sport then money needs to 
be spent now in order to get these facilities up to standard. 
These facilities then need to be maintained and looked 
after, including securely locking them up at night and 
regular park patrols by the safer neighbourhood police to 
ensure the parks can be used by families without fear of 
intimidation. 

Alternatively, they can just be left to degenerate further and 
be unsafe, intimidating places where hooded youths 
congregate in large numbers without any real purpose. 
Andy Murray’s recent successes will have no doubt 
inspired a lot of children, so come on Harlow Council. It’s 
time to step up to the challenge in this Olympic year and 
provide decent affordable sporting facilities in the town for 
the young generation.

Why can't vital support services 
return to Leah Manning Centre? 

SIR, May I, through your pages, try to find out about the 
future of the Leah Manning Centre? 

It was an ideal location with perfect access and toilets for 
the disabled for vital physiotherapy sessions for people 
with Parkinson’s Disease, COPD (chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease), those recovering from serious surgery 
and, as in my case, returning from a long period of 
intensive care. 

These sessions either supported folk with long-term illness 
or took them from being poorly but fit enough to discharge 
from hospital until they were well on the way to 
independent health. 

In a reorganisation, the whole physiotherapy group moved 
from the Leah Manning Centre to the totally unsuitable 
Latton Bush Centre where the courses were discontinued 
due to health and safety. This leaves very sick 
people with no support and requiring long¬ 
term help from some other part of the NHS. 
Although this cut may save money for the 
group responsible, it is a drain on other NHS 
budgets and to patients, who now remain with 
a poorer quality of life. 

The question I would like answered is why 
can’t this service return to the Leah Manning 
Centre? 

Probably only a very few old folk will 
remember the huge contribution Leah 
Manning made to the birth of Harlow New 
Town. The loss of this much-used facility 
which bears her name, and the loss of the 
support it provides to many vulnerable people, 
would be disrespectful and tragic.

not as big in the UK yet. To believe that a local 
convenience store will still flourish under 
thebenevolent eye of this German monolith is 
ridiculous; they will be smashed to extinction. 
Aldi buys massive volumes across the world, 
crushing their suppliers’ margins and selling at 
a price which destroys local small competition. 
Prices then normalise and profits flow. 

It is concerning that the decision to approve the 
Aldi development was made with such a poor 
grasp of local economics. 

To further claim that convenience stores staple 
is cigarettes demonstrates a further lack of 
understanding. A packet of B&H gold gleans 
the retailer about 3 Op profit; to pay the council 
tax on an average small convenience store, the 
retailer would have to sell approximately 
27,500 packets. Not much of a staple. 

I appreciate that the approval of the Aldi 
development was probably unstoppable, but to 
claim it is welcomed and beneficial to all is 
nonsense.

Cuts to tax benefits are 
an assault on the poor 

SIR, Harlow TUC has followed with interest 
the recent letters from councillor Mike Danvers 
and John Wake regarding cuts to Council Tax 
Benefit, leading us to conclude these cuts are 
just another attack on the poor so that the 
Tories can continue deflecting attention and 
responsibility from their banker paymasters. 

The effects of this benefit change is spelt out in 
a report published on May 31 by the Institute 
of Fiscal Studies, which said : “Since 85 per 
cent CTB goes to the lower income half of 
households and almost half of CTB goes just to 
the lowest income fifth, any cuts to it are 
bound to hit predominantly poorer families.” 
The report on goes on to list some rather 
pernicious incentives for councils as a result of 
the cuts and a move to block grant payment, 
namely restricting the development of low-cost 
housing, discouraging low-income families 
from living in the area and discouraging the 
promotion and take-up of the benefit. 
Restricting low-cost housing has already been 
demonstrated in Harlow by way of an 
application to develop luxury housing on the 
Marsh Farm council depot in the Town Park. 
With recent cuts to housing benefit and 


looming changes to CTB, we have already seen 
some London boroughs seeking to move poor 
families to northern cities. Given that the 
Government has yet to decide how future 
increases to block payments will be determined, 
councils will have an incentive to limit the 
number of new claimants, especially as only 
two-thirds of those currently eligible for CTB 
make a claim. 

The Government may have protected 
pensioners but this means cuts across the 
country of an average 16 per cent for working 
age claimants, although Harlow Council is 
expecting all claimants to pay 20 per cent. The 
protection of pensioners may appear altruistic 
on the part of the Tories, but rather it is 
designed to split the unity of resistance. 

With roughly 63 per cent of claimants of 
working age in Harlow, this means almost 
6,000 households will be worse off. How does 
this cut in income help the local economy? 
Making large numbers of low-income families 
pay small sums of £5.12 per week is going to 
prove time-consuming and complex. 
Reservations about the longer-term financial 
implications of these changes are expressed by 
the Institute of Fiscal Studies thus: “Giving 
local authorities fixed grants rather than 
refunding the actual cost of providing council 
tax support will add risk to their finances, 
making them more reliant on the reserves they 
maintain to deal with unexpected 
contingencies.” 

With changes to housing benefit, cuts to 
incapacity benefit, disabled people being 
falsely declared fit for work and over-inflation 
rent rises, we can expect large numbers of low- 
income families getting further into debt which 
will increase stress-related illness and anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

This will lead to costly demands on the NHS 
and the criminal justice system, not to mention 
adding to family breakdowns and the costs 
incurred in dealing with children disturbed by 
upheaval. 

This assault on the poor through cuts to CTB 
will be Cameron’s poll tax. Given all the 
problems that cuts to CTB create, one wonders 
how Harlow Labour group can possibly justify 
being the willing executioners for the Tories. 
Harlow TUC also wonders what distinguishes 
Labour councillors from the Tories and why 
working class people should continue having 
faith in them to protect their interests?

PENSIONERS over the age of 75 are being 
reminded they are entitled to a free 
television licence.

New system for 
bus pass holders 

A NEW centralised system for bus pass 
applications will make it easier for people 
to apply for concessionary fares, according 
to Essex County Council. 

From the beginning of next month, anyone 
applying for an older person's or disabled 
person's bus pass for the first time will 
need to submit an application form to ECC. 
Current holders who need to renew their 
passes will now automatically be sent 
replacements, although anyone who has 
moved home since last being issued with a 
pass must contact the authority. 

The changes to the application process are 
expected to save the county council 
almost £900,000 over the next 30 
months.

CRIME does pay and the price 
tag is your life in this slow- 
burning crime thriller based on 
the novel Cogan's Trade by 
George V Higgins. 

Writer-director Andrew Dominik 
transplants the setting of the book 
from 1970s Boston to 2008 
Louisiana, using the race for the 
White House between George W 
Bush and Barack Obama as a 
backdrop to the skulduggery. 
Low-level crook Johnny Amato 
(Vincent Curatola) learns that mob 
man Markie Trattman (Ray Liotta) 
staged a robbery at one of his own 
card games in order to steal the 
pot. So Amato hatches a cunning 
plan to rob another card game and 
point the finger of suspicion 
squarely at Markie. 

He hires Frankie (Scoot McNairy) 
to pull off the heist, and he in turn 
recruits unreliable junkie Russell 
(Ben Mendelsohn) as a second gun 
man.

S INCE the rise of the recent 
downsizing trend, adding 
value to small car platforms 
has become key to securing sales. 
Ford hopes its new B-Max compact 
people carrier will tempt buyers from 
both sides of the financial fence with 
its mix of practicality, kit, looks and 
clever sliding rear doors. 

The preceding years have seen Ford 
become increasingly proactive in 
developing interesting technology. 

The B-Max certainly fulfills this 
notion. 

Rear sliding doors are hardly a new 
concept but they are on something 
this small. We've seen them on big 
MPVs for years and the main 
benefits are well known: ease of use 
and the ability to access and egress 
the car in tight spaces. Why shouldn't 
small cars be any different? 

Ford has taken the concept a step 
further, however, by ditching the 
conventional fixed B-pillar in favour 
of incorporating it in the doors 
themselves. When shut, the doors’ 
inbuilt strength and strategically 
placed locking points on the body 
deliver comparable rigidity and crash 
protection to a regular car. 

The B-Max is more than just a pair of 


In short, the B-Max drives like a 
regular, well-sorted family hatchback. 
Only this shouldn’t really be a 
surprise given Ford’s form since it 
introduced the very first Focus. A 
refined yet engaging driving 
experience has been a common trait 
of all cars since that landmark 
launch. 


And such attributes combined with 
the B-Max’s practical, spacious and 
high quality cabin plus those sliding 
doors conspire to make the B-Max 
the standout choice in the market. 


fancy sliding doors, though. The car 
has been engineered with fold flat 
rear seats and a fold forward front 
passenger seat to enable long or 
bulky items to be carried with little 
effort. That the respective folding 
mechanisms are of the one-hand 
variety adds to the car’s appeal. 

The flexible boot floor liberates even 
more space for valuables, which is 
further proof of the car’s family- 
friendly credentials. 

Space inside the cabin is also 
generous, with ample head and 
legroom both fore and aft. Children 
might be more regular rear seat 
passengers than adults but you’re 
unlikely to hear complaints from the 


latter even on long journeys. 

Up front the B-Max’s layout boasts 
numerous similarities with the Fiesta 
and Focus, which ensures that 
everything is close to hand and the 
various main controls and displays 
are intuitive and easy to operate 
respectively. This trickledown 
approach also extends to the 
availability of new kit such as keyless 
entry and ignition plus an auto stop 
city braking system designed to 
minimize low speed accidents. 

Worth an extra mention is Ford's 
SYNC technology which combines 
Bluetooth, phone and music player 
connectivity along with voice control, 
phone message handling and an SOS 


function linked to a response service. 
Clearly the B-Max has a lot going for 
it. In the MPV market the focus is 
usually on a car’s versatility and 
practicality. Unfortunately it’s often at 
the expense of driving ability which 
is why most tin boxes disappoint. Not 
so the B-Max and it’s the final reason 
why Ford’s small people carrier 
deserves to be in the spotlight. 
Maintaining the current downsizing 
trend and following the Focus, the B- 
Max gets Ford’s innovative three- 
cylinder, 1.0-litre petrol engine. 

Tested in 120 horsepower guise 
(there’s also a 100 horsepower option) 
it offers a good balance of 
performance, economy and modest 


CO 2 output. 

In high power trim it easily copes 
with a fully loaded car and is capable 
of maintaining motorway speeds 
without complaint. 

More familiar petrol and diesel 
motors complete the B-Max’s line-up 
in 1.4 guise and a 1.5 and 1.6 pairing 
respectively. That last unit is also an 
agreeable performer and although it 
offers a torquey performance to aid 
progress up hills, there’s no denying 
that Ford's EcoBoost-branded three- 
pot petrol engine is a star performer. 
The biggest surprise is the way the 
B-Max drives, however. For a tallish 
compact people carrier there is very 
little pitch and roll when on the 
move, while the various controls - 
brakes, steering, gearshift - possess a 
weighty accuracy that’s missing from 
rivals.

The power station will produce electricity from a combination of natural gas and Solid Recovered Fuel (and/or similar residual waste) 
predominantly by rail but also by road. It will have a nominal gross electrical output of 54.5 Mega Watts. 

The DCO Application Boundary comprises land that, for the purposes of this Application, is described as the ‘Site’ and land that is described 
as ‘Other DCO Land’.

Karate instructor seals England call-up

KARATE instructor 
Chelsea Sydes is celebrat¬ 
ing after being picked to 
represent her country in 
this year’s World 
Championship. 

It will be the first time, 23- 
year-old Sydes - who became 
a black belt holder at the ten¬ 
der age of 11 - has competed 
at the World Champs, which 
will take place in the French 
capital Paris from November 
21 . 

For Sydes, who has run 
karate classes at Mulberry 
Hall in Old Harlow for the 
last three years, it will be 
the first time she has 
represented England 
in a major competi¬ 
tion and fulfils her 
lifetime ambition.

“My coach, Daniel Hollister, 
the chief instructor of Lea Valley 
Karate Academy has been a great 
help in preparing me for the selec¬ 
tion due to him already represent¬ 
ing England, his experience and 
knowledge has helped me achieve 
this,” she said. 

Sydes took up the sport 17 
years ago.
